Ja three or four days Governor Gayofo requefted an 
interview with Mr Ellicot, of which the obje& was to fall 
on fome plan of accommodation with the inhabitants, 
ins Mr Ellicot had uniformly exerted himfelf to acome 
plith; and after fome days it was efiefted ; and he, and 
Lieutenant Pope, the officer commanding the American 
troops at the Natchez, engaged to ufe their endeavors to 
preferve the peace and order thus reftored.

othe inhabitants Should be tranfported as prifoners out of 


their diftsié on any pretence whatever: That nore of the 
inhabitants north of the boundary line (ihe gift degree of 
north latitude) fhould be embodied as millitia, except in 
cafe of an Indian invafion, or to feppiefs riots during the 
ftate of iufpencé in regard to the execution of the ucaly ; 
but on the contrary, that during that time, they thould be 
confidered in a flate of ncutraliy. To thefe terms Govern- 
or Gayolo acceded, and publifhed the fame in bis procla- 
mation, The terms were fent down to New Orleans to 
the Governor General, the Baron de Carondelet, for his 
confij mation ; which if given will centinue the tranquility ; 
which thro the prudent condu& of Mr Ellicot, in concert 
with the principal inhabitants, had been again heppily 
reftored,
